This balance on hand includes about $40,000 00 of State Obli- 
gations (I learn from the Treasurer), for which bonds have not 
been exchanged, and which the act “To authorize the issue of 
bonds * * * for the purpose of paying and retiring the Obli- 
gations of the State,” &c., approved 13 February 1879, declares 
are no longer receivable for taxes, and which cannot therefore be 
longer considered as available funds. Deducting these Obliga-

GRAND TOTAL OF RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS. 


Credits will also be found on my books for the amounts received 
from general taxes in the counties and paid out on my warrant 
for the maintenance of the public schools, and these amounts ag- 
gregate the sum of $249,420 48; and when added to the direct re- 


ceipts and disbursements at the Treasury, as above, make the

It is this net surplus which, added to the $298,052 68 at the 
Treasury one year ago, makes the balance on hand this day - 
$314,004 00, less the $40,000 of unavailable Obligations. 

The burned certificates (* Patton money ”) are of course no. part 
of the expenses of the administration, though I am by law re- 
quired to draw my warrant for the amount so burned in order that 
the Treasurer may have the proper credit. In my summary of 
the debt statement it is properly noted as a reduction of the 
State's floating debt. 


SOURCES OF REVENUE AND KINDS oF FUNDS. 


The receipts for the year, including the amount paid out in the 
counties for the schools, were from different sources as follows:

To be exact it is proper to say here that from the amount re- 
ceived for taxes should be deducted the sum of $4,678 86 over- 
paid by collectors in their settlements during the present year, 
and it follows that the same amount should be subtracted from 
the sum of the expenditures. The overpayments in the same 
way the previous year aggregate $3,426 26. 

The kinds of funds in which the revenues of the State were re- 
ceived at the Treasury the present year are thus set forth ;

CoMPARISON WITH THE Previous YEAR. 


Receipts.—The receipts of the Treasury this year were $681,- 
174 82. Last year they were $687,029 75. The difference shows 
against the present year to the amount of $5,854 93; but it must 
be considered in connection with the amount paid directly to the 
school superintendents in the counties, which was $249,420 43, 
against $244,259 41 last year, or an increase in-favor of this year 
of $5,161 02. The total of collections for the previous year were, 
then, $931,289 16; for the present year they are $930,601 25; | 
which shows that there is a difference in favor of last year of. 
$693 91. i 

I must call attention to one feature of the receipts which is not ` 
at all of a satisfactory character. This is the receipts from direct 
or general taxes on property. These were, at the same rate of 
taxation, for 1877, $818,269 59: for 1878, $808,981 58; and, for 
the present year, only $763,735 42. Itis true the total collections 
hold up reasonably well for the present year, but this is due main- 
ly to the largely augmented receipts from lands redeemed under - 
the laws of the last general assembly, to some material increase 
of the income from the penitentiary, and an increase of about 
$12,000 from license. The first of these three items is likely to 
be repeated for one year more, and I trust that the other items 
are permanent and lasting; but the loss on receipts of general 
taxes is not the less striking, and must attract consideration. 

Expenditures.—The payments at the Treasury during this tax 
year reached the sum of $594,297 66, against $670,498 67 for the 
previous year; or a decrease in favor of this year of $76,201 01, - 
This decrease in expenditures is due largely to the absence of the 
legislative session during the present and the existence thereof 
during the previous tax year, and to the special appropriations 
made by the same. The amount paid directly out of the Treasury 
to the school fund also affects these figures, as well as the receipts, 
under the law which requires me to draw a warrant on the Treas- 
urer for the amount due any county school superintendent who is 
not paid by the collector in the county by the 1st day of May, . 
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This was $7,019 82 the present year, $6,987 35 last year, and 
$23,281 87 in 1877. 


FURTHER COMPARISON AND COMMENT. 


The tax year 1877 is the better comparison for the present 
year, as the tax rate was the same, and there was no legislative 
session in either; and, though the amount paid out at the Treas- 
ury in said year was $16,262 07 more than the present year, which 
reduces the expenses to that extent, yet there is still a handsome 
balance in favor of the economy of the State administration of 
now and then when it is told that the expenditures of 1877 were 
$648,097 23, and for the present year $594,297 66. It really 
shows that the State is moving on at an expense of some $35,000 
to $40,000 less than two years ago, though the debt interest and 
the public school fund has increased. The fact must be a gratify- 
ing one to the tax payer, as it demonstrates that there is neither: 
extravagance nor waste in the management and uses of the com- 
mon treasure, and that the methods of government so far as they 
apply to its fiscal operations are settling down into fixed grooves 
and methodical ways. Sustained, as this rigid economy must be 
by a discerning and intelligent populace, there is a hopeful out- 
look for the State even through the trying period which is near at 
hand, when the utmost effort must be made to guide our financial 
affairs with safety and honor under the accumulating weight of 
public debt to which more extended reference will be made below 
in presenting that subject to your' Excellency's review.

PART IL—THE PUBLIC DEBT. 
EXCHANGE OF BONDS. 


There can be but a remnant of the debt to be adjusted, as the 
” matter has progressed almost to a conelusion during the year. 
Then, the Obligations, called in last April, have been retired, and 
Six-Per-Cent. Bonds issued in their stead to the amount of $960,- 
000 00. Hence the statement of the debt as presented in Ex- 
hibit VII of this report, and which is made up from memoranda 
supplied from the records of your Excellency, embraces substan- 


| tially the extent of the Staie's funded liabilities, now, and per- 
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haps for the near future. The exchange of bonds within the 
present fiscal year has added $140,000 to Class “A,” $1,000 to 
Class “B,” and $104,000 to Class “C ;” which shows an addition 
to the interest bearing debt of $244,000 of two per cent. bonds 
and $1,000 of five per cents.; for till the exchange was made 


there was no interest being paid on that which was outstanding. . 


The Obligations are stricken out of further calculation in this 


matter because they are withdrawn; but in their stead appear the 
new class of securities termed below New Bonds.

The Class “ ©” Bonds bear two per centum interest till the 1st 
of January next, then bear four per cent. interest for the following: 
five years ; hence in July next the payment of the half year's in- 
terest will be augmented by the sum of $9,310. 

The Obligations embraced in the statement are not bearing in- 
terest, and are said to be in the Tréasury.

'The diminution of interest, &c., is due to the retirement of the 
Obligations, which bore eight per cent. interest, and the substi- 
tution of bonds which bear but six per cent. This was done in.. 
April last, and the gain in that way does not fully show itself in 
the present year's figures. The retirement of these Obligations 
($1,000,000 in quantity) will save the State $20,000 a-year in the 
item of interest; and if the $40,000 in the Treasury are destroyed 
a saving of $3,200 a year further is effected. There are but 
$960,000 of the six per cent. bonds issued, and these bear an in- 
terest of $57,600 a year instead of the $80,000 a year which the 
Obligations were costing us. The $40,000 in the Treasury should ` 
be destroyed, and the general assembly will doubtless order the 
same to be done. |

I have estimated (Exhibit I of this Report) for $250,000 of in- 
terest for next year, to cover the probable exchange of other 
bonds, but it is likely that $245,000 will cover the amount re- 
quired, and this would be a decrease favorable to the State of 
about $8,000 as against the present ‘year. 


A Guance AHEAD. 


The fiscal year 1881, which will close 30th September 1882, 
will witness a large augmentation of the interest. On the first of 
January next the Class “O” bonds become four per cents., and 
thus imcrease their interest by nearly $20,000 a year; and the 
first of July of next year the Class “A’s” become three per cents., 
and thus increase their interest by over $65,000 a year; an aggre- 
gate of $85,000 of increased liability per annum. As a partial 
set-off to this, there will be a—gain on the disbursements by | 
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$26,250 on the salaries of the judiciary, and of about $23,000 in © 
the interest on the retired Obligations (if the $40,000 in.the Treas- 

ury are destroyed); say a total of $50,000. But, on the other 

hand, the tax rate is reduced to 61 mills, to take effect on the re- 
ceipts of the coming year, and this will cause a falling off of over 

$50,000 a year from the general taxes. As the receipts now, on a 

rate of seven mills, yield a surplus only biennially (in the year 

the general assembly does not meet) of some $55,000 or $60,000, 

it will be observed that as long as the tax rate is as low as 63 

mills, with the interest accumulating as above stated, there will 

in all probability be a steady decrease in the balance at the Treas- 

ury during and after the fiscal year 1881, despite the most rigid 

application of the rules of economy in every branch of our public 

service, and with every department in the fullest vigor of efficiency ` 
and vigilance. 

This is said with a mental survey of all the probabilities of re- 
ceipts and disbursements as they are likely to be under existing 
laws. There is no margin whatever for any relaxation of the set 
purpose of the State respecting its outlays if the honorable poli- 
ey of abiding by its plighted faith to its creditors is to be main-- 
tained. It is much the fashion at this time to expect the State to 
contribute to every general enterprise, and to foster projects for 
the publie; but, however meritorious these may be, there is one 
answer which should silence such demands, and that is that, un- - 
less the people wish to take on an increase of taxation, the State 
is not in a condition at this. time to bestow its aid; no, not even 
to do that which some sort of necessity requires to be done. 


THe Trust Funps. 


As the Educational Trust Funds are a part of the obligations 
assumed by the State, a general statement of their condition be- 
longs appropriately to this part of my report, The following 
table will exhibit the same, and the amount due to the schools 
for the ensuing year:

Besides the above totals, for the years, aer is about $125,000 
a year yielded net by the poll tax of $1 50 on each male inhabi- 
tant between the ages of 21 and 45 years, which is paid by the ' 
collectors to the school superintendents in the counties. 

The decrease in the amount for the coming year is ascribable 
. to the large balance ($5,071 60) brought forward to the present 
year from 1878. The School Fund is really increasing every year 
in a small way by the collection of notes due to the Sixteenth 
. Section Fund, which collections amounted to $2,653 87 in 1877, 
$1,558 26 in 1578, and to $5,825 47 the present year; and by the 
amount from escheated estates. The receipts for the Sixteenth 
Section Fund for the present year are embraced in the total of 
that fund as given above.

PART ITL—THE RESOURCES. 
THE ASSESSMENT ABSTRACTS. 


On a suitable blank, furnished to them by this department, the 
judge of probate of each county furnishes annually a certified 
compendium or abstract of the amount of the valuation of each 
kind of property, and the amount of taxes thereon for each kind. 
It is by these important papers that the amount of property and 
of taxes in the State is ascertained, and by which tax collectors 
"are debited. The table below is prepared from them, and careful 
inspection of it will enable your Excellency to observe the changes 
in the different counties for the five years given ; bearing in mind 
that the tax rate which evolved these amounts was 7} mills on the 
dollar in 1876, 7 mills in 1877, 1878, and 1879, and 64 mills for the 
coming year:

Supplements from nearly all of the counties will increase these 
amounts somewhat. 

It will be observed that the abstract for the county of Marion 
for the present year has not yet reached me, though it is required 
by law to be forwarded more than one year ago, and despite of 
repeated letters asking for it. Several of the counties are also 
missing for the tax year 1880, which occasions the gaps in the 
column for that year. 

I regret to say that there is no perceptible general increase in 
the valuations as made apparent on our tax books by these ab- 
stracts, and that no revival of prosperity in the State can be in- 
ferred therefrom. The laws of assessment, however, are so lax 
that it is not reasonable to expect otherwise. 


VALUATIONS AND TAXATION. ' 


The aggregate of taxes on property for this and the three pre- 
ceding years, and the inferential valuation of property therefrom 
at the different rates set forth below, is here given as follows, with 
the reservation that it is hardly possible to be exact in the mat- 
ter, though the discrepancy is too slight to affect calculations :

that year. In the amount for 1879 the county of Marion is esti- 
mated at the figures of the year before. 


EXPENSES AND LOSSES IN CoLLECTING. 


On Property.—It would be fortunate for the State if even the 
amount of taxes as stated above could be collected and placed in 
full to its credit, but there are expenses connected with the col- 
lection, and a part of it that is brought in as erroneous or insol- 
vent, the several amounts of which are set forth below, but the 
accuracy of which is affected by estimates in. more than one: 
county because of the absence of vouchers, or the like; but the 
practical purpose of the table is subserved when it is known to.

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PART IV.—“ PLANS ” AND “ VIEWS.” 
LEGISLATION NEEDED. 


The general tendency of legislation on the subject of revenue 
laws of late years have been favorable to the interests of the 
State, and promotive of the efficacy of the provisions which 
govern the ministration thereof. Howbeit, there is still room for 
more thoroughness and system, and there are features of these 
very important statutes which demand further skillful and vigilant 
legislation. It is unfortunate for the State that there is nota 
codification of the laws on the subject, after a careful and search- 
ing revision of the same; the growing need of which action is 
experienced by every one who is called to deal with the matter in 
an official way. 

It is the duty of legislators and the province of legislation to 
exact of all eitizens that course of conduct in questions affecting 
their relations to the public which will best distribute and most 
accurately equalize the burthens as well as the beneficence of 
government. And the suggestions which follow are directed alone 
to the end thus stated, and arise out of the experience acquired 
in dealing with the subject from a practical standpoint. 


DEFECTIVE METHODS OF ASSESSMENT. 


The most glaring flaw in the statutes is the lameness of those 
provisions which apply to the valuation of property. In a great 
majority of cases it is claimed by some of the officers in the coun- 
ties that the valuations are often below the real, while a large 
proportion of personalty is thought to escape assessment entirely. 
The tables of assessments, as shown in the reports of this depart- 
ment, seem to confirm the view that the listing as well as the val- 
uations are imperfect. It is perhaps easier, however, to establish 
this statement than to devise a remedy for it that would bé satis- 
factory ; and yet if a remedy could be found the rate of taxation 
might doubtless be materially reduced, or a larger revenue derived. 


More Assessors NEEDED. 


One of the suggestions which must occur to those familiar with 
the subject is that in most of the counties the extent of the du- 
ties of the assessor are too great for him to act with efficiency. 
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A knowledge of the people and of the value of their substance is 


necessary to the assessor in order to enable him to pursué with 
intelligence the important and delicate duties with which he.is 
charged. This is avoided in the older State of Tennessee by sub- 
dividing the counties into assessment districts, to the management 
of which the court of commissioners assign every year a person 
who dwells in that sub-division, and who is familiar with the in- 
formation incumbent on him to know; and these assessors report 
their labors, which are compiled and forwarded in much the same. 
way as in this State. Bat for the fact that assessors have this 
year been elected for.a term of four years to administer these 
duties I should not hesitate to recommend the plan "as superior 
to that we have. 


A PENALTY NEEDED. 


There should also be some compulsory measure by which own- . 
ers of property would be compelled to render in their lists, as it 
is reported to this department that there are numerous instances 
of persons who fail or refuse to do this even on the demand of 
the assessor; whereupon the officer is necessitated to make out a 
list of their property on information, and such information, too, 
as must in itself be quite scant. In some of the States the asses-. 
sor Is required to make the demand on the tax payer or his rep- 


resentative, and, in the event of his refusal to render in a sworn : 


list within a prescribed time, the assessment must be made on in- 
formation by the assessor, and 100 per cent. of penalty added 
thereto. There is certainly pressing need for some positive legis- 
lation to effect the purpose in view in these remarks, nor can it be 
had too soon ; for there is now no practical way to oblige the tax 
payer to do what the law requires of him in this matter. It is 
perhaps idle to rely on making his refusal à misdemeanor, as no 
one will feel it to be his business to see that the law is enforced, - 
and it would be a dead letter. 


* SOLVENT CREDITS OR CREDITS OF VALUE.” 


I ask attention, again, to the assessment of “ Solvent Credits or 
Credits of Value.” This heading embraces money due on mort- 
gages, open accounts, promissory notes, and the like, which are 
required to be assessed at their value after the indebtedness of 
the holder is deducted. The assessment of this species of próp- 


V 
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- erty for two or three years back has been less than $4,000,000 in 
the entire State. The county of Montgomery, containing a pros- 
perous commercial centre, in which there are doubtless banks, 
supply merchants, small capitalists, Ze, returned only $234,337 
for the year 1878 under this item. Dallas, with like conditions, 
returned but $222,626; Madison $97,058; Barbour $61,893; Lee 
$61,616 ; Shelby $16,254; Pike $204,194; Sumter $146,630; and 
these are not selected because of the smallness of the assessment, 
but because some are in contrast with others, and because, they 
are among the more prosperous regions of the State. If these 
figures correctly represent the condition of the debtor class in the 
State there is certainly no need for *stay laws," and no cause for 
anxiety over any pecuniary distress among the masses for the 
present. As this condition of affairs may be ascribed in some 
part to under-estimates of the value of this kind of assets, it 
would perhaps assist the tax payers in their attempt to arrive at 
the true value thereof if some provision like the following from 
the laws of Virginia was enacted : 

The commissioner [assessor] shall require each person * * * to 
exhibit and make oath to a list of all bonds, notes, and other evi- 
dences of debt, due and payable to such persons, in excess of $100, 
(the amounts of such bonds, notes, and other evidences of debt, 
under $100 each, to be given in under oath, in the aggregate,) the 


solvency of which, in cases of doubt, as well as the value therpol, 
shall be determined by the said commissioner, &c. 


EQUALIZING VALUATIONS. 


There has been a steady decline in the valuation of property in 
almost every county since the omission from. the laws of those pro- 
visions which created a board of equalization therein. The im- ` 
pression prevails largely that the court of commissioners cannot 
equalize or alter the valuations as listed, and, though this author- 
ity is distinctly conferred on said court, there are but few counties 
in which it is exercised. As there are some clauses which obscure 
and cloud this authority it would be well to make it clear and un- 


mistakable. There is perhaps no other method of apportioning 
the burthens of government equitably.

* NATIONAL" BANKS. 


Nearly all the “national” banks in the State have refused or 
failed within the present year to pay taxes on their capital stock. 
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The sub-division (7) of section 369 of the Code of 1876, which pur- . 


ports to lay a rate of taxation has of course been declared to be: 
unconstitutional, and there is now no law that I am aware of which 
imposes a tax on property invested in “ national" banking unless 
it be the clause of section 362 of the Code which makes taxable 
“all other property, real and personal, not otherwise specified ` 
herein.” The capital stock of banking companies should be treated . 
on our schedules of taxation'as other property, and be taxed in 
proportion to its sworn true value. The share-holder should be 
required to render in on his list the amount of his stock at the 
proper valuation, and to pay it with his other taxes. 


SLEEPING CARS. 


So far as obtaining any revenue for the State is concerned, sec- 
tion 386 of the Code, which imposes taxation on sleeping car com- 
panies, is a nullity, as I infer from the returns made to this depart- 
ment. The abstracts from the counties do not show that any rev- 
enure comes from this source. As there is perhaps no officer or 
general agent of such companies in this State there seems to be no © 
one to heed the requirements of the law. Perhaps an effective 
means of reaching the aim in view is to jbe found in the license 
method. ES 
EXPRESS COMPANIES. 

The special law of 26 February 1871 requires the Southern Ez- 
press Company to pay annually a fixed sum as a.privilege for car- - 
rying on its particular business; but there is no law to reach any 
other company of like kind. I would suggest a more general stat- . 
ute on the subject. 


Tax COLLECTORS. 


Marked and noteworthy instances of promptness on the part of 
tax collectors in complying with the laws which prescribe their 
duties is observable at the present time. There are others who 
cause delay and annoyance to this department, and loss to the 
State, by disregard of official duty. The State has at this time 
tens of thousands of dollars on its books against such officers, and ` 
it is likely that much of these sums will remain uncollected for- 
ever. In some part there can be devised a remedy for this, and it | 
Should be applied without hesitation. l 
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In Case of Defaulters.—It would be well to require that collec- 
tors who fail to make full settlement of their accounts for all past ` 
dues to the State by the first day of May, as now required by law, 
shall cease on and after the first day of August thereafter, if these 
accounts at that time remain unsettled, to hold the office longer, 
unless some process of court restrains them from the perforin- 
ance of their duties. The facts of such default should be required 
to be certified by the State auditor to the governor on the said Ist - 
day of August, and the governor authorized to appoint a successor 
on or before the 15th day of said month following. Such a law 
would save a loss of thousands of dollars to the State, for, if loss 
is new sustained by the failure of the collector to make his settle- 
ments at the time fixed, there is nothing to interfere with his further 
inefficiency or malfeasance so long as he continues to hold the 
office for the four years for which he is now chosen. In this way 
the State would insure itself against losses of more than one year’s 
revenue from any one county. 

Escaped Taxes.—I renew an unattended to suggestion, urged 1 in 
my report for the tax year 1878, with reference to section 413 ‘of 
the Code, which has lost its force by a recent decision of the State 
supreme court. Legislation is now needed to repair the injury 
suffered by the revenue service of the State by the flaw in the stat- 
ute as shown in the said decision. The section should be so 
amended as to authorize and require the tax collector to assess 
every person who and all property which has escaped taxation. 

The collector should be further required to report his assessment 
on oath to the probate judge, in duplicate, and the judge required to 
forward one of the same, duly certified as to the action of the col- 
lector, to the State auditor. The law, on this latter point, as will 
be seen in section 413, is very imperfect. T 

Collecting Arrearages.—Provision should be made that collectors 
shall have one year from the time they go out of office in which to 
close up the business of the same that came into their hands while 
holding the said office: and full and ample authority should be 

‘given them to execute all the powers of the collectorship for that 
time for such purpose. Such a law exists in some of the States, 
and serves a necessary purpose. 


OFFICERS AND THEIR Bonbs. 


- 


A Pressing Need.— There is immediate need of legislation on the 
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subject of official bonds in this State. There should be a fixed and . 
certain responsibility on the part of those who are entrusted with 
the receipt of money due to the State. I do not here point out 
the defect, but earnestly invite attention to this suggestion. 


Suits Brought by the State.—I also repeat the suggestion, con- 
tained in my previous report, that the error made in preparing the 
Code of 1876, with reference to the manner of proceeding against 
defaulters, should be corrected. The right of the State to a sum- 
mary judgment against a defaulter, on motion of the attorney 
general, at the seat of government, has been the law since 1815* till 
its omission in the present Code, and for three years past this 
omission has made the most serious obstacle to the efforts of this 
department to require settlement from officers. Suit must now be 
brought in the county where the defaulter dwells, and a special at- 
torney engaged, at considerable expense, to represent the publie. 
interests. The attorney general, who is familiar with the course of 
proceedings and precedents, cannot be expected under the present 
laws to attend tliese distant courts ; and, if he should, there would 
be expense entailed which is wholly unnecessary. Tax collectors 
are paid mileage to attend at this office to settle their accounts an- 
nually, and when they fail in so doing, and cause the State loss 
and vexation by their negligence or malfeasance, it is not they who 
should be favored. I doubt not that this important matter will re- 
ceive prompt attention when the general assembly convenes. 


THE Porr. Tax. 


Not one dollar of the poll tax fund can properly come into the 
Treasury. It has no connection with the finances of the State ' 
which requires any supervision over it by this department. It is 
collected in the counties, paid over to the school superintendent 
there, and is there expended. To this department it is an annoy- 
ance and a confusing disadvantage without any compensating ad- . 
vantage whatever. I therefore urge that the entire account of this 
fund be kept with the educational department of the State. The 
probate judge should certify the amount of the fund assessed in his 
county to the State superintendent, who is even now in part (sec- 
tion 3397 of the Code) authorized to compel its collection, and who - 
has already supervision over it.
